OBSHIIVE  that  you  are  fometrmcs 
irfvoiiieii  with  accountK  of  the  an- 
tieiit  iTutomH  of  our  forefathers ;  and  as 
lrc(|aent  mention  is  made  m  thele  eflfay^ 
of  the  prices  of  dilfcrent  things,  the  rea¬ 
der  ib  much  at  a  loii  to  fv)rm  a  diltind  idea 
of  the  value  «»f  theie,  as  he  is  not,  perhaps, 
lufliciently  ac<]tiainted  with  the  variation 
thrt  our  coins  have  undergone  at. diffe¬ 
rent  periods.  1  hope,  therefore,  ft  will 
he  decntetl  an  acceptable  piece  of  infor- 
matior,,  to  prcfeni  your  readers  with  ac¬ 
curate  tables  of  the  fcvcral  variatiorts 
that  our  coins  have  been  fubjedted  fo 
iificc  the  eat  lied  accounts  till  the  prefent 
time. 

Silver  ferms  to  have  been  the  original  . 
ftaudard  coin  in  molt*  of  the  natjons  of  , 
Europe.  A  pound  weight  of  that  me-  , 
tai  was  divided  into  twenty  parts, 'which 
were  called  in  Scotland  and  EuglaiKl 
Hnl!ings;and  each  (hilling  was  again  fub- 
divided  into  twelve  ccpial  parts,  which 
were  called  pence.  In  France  the  pound 
oflilvcr,  or  livre,  was  divided  into  Hmilar 
partb,  under  ditterent  names;  the  pound 
was  called  a  //ore,  which  was  cut  into 
twenty  equal- parts,  called  folsy^each  pf 
which  was  divided  into  twelve  equal 
^arU  called  deniers.  •  A  pound  of  mo-

hey,  therefore,  in  each  of  thcfc  n.itLona 
was  originally  a  feaP  ptuind  of  lilvef,’ 
from  whence  it  dcrived'it«  name;  and  aa 
the  Troy  pound  in  Scotland  and  England 
is  exactly  the  famf,.a  pound  of  Scots  and 
a  pound  of  Engli^,  money  .was  exattUy 
of  .the-famc  inirinfic  yalue.  But  in  pio- 
cefs  of  time  kingn,  who  had.thc/ole  pri- 
,  vilege  of  coining,  being  often  ftyaitened 
for  want  of  money,  gradually,  diminilh- 
ed  the  weight  of  the  unit  or  pound,  dt-’ 
viding  this  fmaller  quantity  of  (ilvei  into 
an  equal  nuiuber  />t  ttnllings  ar*  before, 
and  making  it  Itill  retain  its  furnacr  de¬ 
nomination  of  a  pound:  and  aa  foiqe 
princes  were  more  needy,  or  defs  feru- 
pulous  about  adopting  rcfources  of  that 
kind,  the  nominal  pound  has  been'  more 
quidkly  reduced,  and  like  wife  mofc  di- 
rriinilhed  in  fome  (tales  than  in  others*' 
Ju  ScotlaiRl  it  requires  upwards  of  thirty- 
feven  pounds  pf  tale  to  make  one  pound 
of  filver ;  in  England  a  little  mbfc  th'an’ 
three;  and  in  France  it  requires  upwards 
of.ftxiy-fix  livre i  tomake  one  pound  of 
(liver,  as  will  appear  by  the  followini^ 
tables.* 

But  it  Was  not  in  this  way  alone  that 
princes  endeavoured  to  impofe  upon' 
their  fubjeds  and  till  their  own  coffers; 
for,  as  it  is  found  convenient  to  mix  a  cer- 
.  tain  proportion  of  bafe  metal  with  the 
.  hlvcr  to  give  it  a.  pror^r  degree  of 


ncfs,  they  fomctimcs  incrcafcd  the  pro* 
portion  of  that  bafe  metal  or  alloy;  fo 
that  the  coin,  although  of  a  Uiffictciit 
w'eight,  became  dehcieiit  in  value.  The 
following  table,  collected  by  the  indiif- 
trioiis  and  ingenious  Mr  Ruddiman, 
fhows  the  feveral  alterations  both  in 
weight  and  finenefs.  Wc  do  not  exact¬ 
ly  know  which  of  our  kings  fii  ft  coined 
money  under  this  denomination;  but  it 
iectiib  pretty  certain  that  it  had  been  in¬ 
troduced  at  an  early  period  ;  nor  was  the 
nominal  pound  dilfiTent  from  the  real 
pound  till  the  time  of  Kobert  the  Firtt, 
w4)odiminlll)ed  it  a  little;  but  it  was  not 
till  the  time  «»f  j^mes  the  Fifth  that  they 
thought  of  debating  the  coin.

We  arc  equally  uncertain  of  the  time 
that  a  pound  of  filver  w-as  firft  divided 
into  niilling«  in  England  ;but  before  the 
oSth  of  Edward  the  Firft,  the  pound  of 
money  was  a  real  pound  of  filver.  The 
'Variations  it  has  fince  undergone  are  dif- 
tin^fly  pointed  out  in  the  following  table, 
collected  by  Lowndetand  Fleetwood :

From  the  Highteft  examination  ofthefe  ' 
tables  it  will  appear  evident,  that  1  with¬ 
out  the  afiiftancc  of  fomdhing  of  this 
forti  it  impollible  for  any  one  to  fornt 
a  tolerable  judgment  of  the  intrinftc  va¬ 
lue  of  any  thing  that  is  mentioned  in  | 
hiftrory;  For  although  there  aic  few  per-  I 
fons  fo  ignorant  av  not  to  know  in  gene¬ 
ral  that  our  coins  of  the  fame  dcnpmi^ 
nation  contained  in  old  times  a  greater 
quantity  of  filver  than  at  prefenti  yet  as  . 
they  have  I}u<^oated  fo  (  fieri,  unlefs  .we 
have  recourie  to  the  table,  and  compaie 
the  value  of  the  coin  at  the  .precife 
period  of  which  w'e  are  reading,  wc  oao 
know  nothing  of  it  with  certainty.  ; 

Charlemagne  was  the  firft  who  ordered 
the  pound  of  filver  in  France  to  be  coin¬ 
ed  into  fols  and  deniers,  and  his  fuccef- 
fors  continued  for  more  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  years  to  follow  his  example;  but 
they  at  length  began  to  diminilh  their 
coin ;  from  whom,  in  all  probability,  we 
took  the  bint.  In  the  following  tablCr 
taken  trom  felcdt  efiayt  on  commeroCr 
the  alterations  that  have  taken  place  in 
their  coins  at  diflfereut  times  are  diftird- 
ly  marked,,  although  with  foroewhaticfi 
precilion  than  in  the  foregoing  tables,  M

Thefe  three  tables  (bew  pretty  clearly 
the  Variations  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
coin  of  each  of  thefe  three  kingdoms,  by 
means  of  which  it  will  be  eafy  for  any  one 
tocompaie  the  value  of  any  of  thdfc  coins 
at  any  former  periixi  with  what  they 
bear  at  prefent.  But  as  it  is  difficult  for 
one  who  is  not  w’eil  acquainted  with  the 
‘exadf  value  of  the  prclent  coins  of  thefe 
different  countries,  1  have  formed  from 
thefe  a  fourth  table,  in  which  is  feen!  at 
one  view  the  quantity  of  filver  contain* 
cd  in  a  nominal  pound  of  the  monies  of 
each  of  thefe  countries,  with  the  exaft 
value  of  this  liivcr  in  the  prefent  (terling 
money  of  O.eat  Britain.  And  as  the  fe¬ 
ver  al  changes  that  have  taken  place  in 
the  coin  are  marked  in  exadt  chronologi¬ 
cal  order,  by  glancing  along  the  lines 
from  right  to  left,  or  left  to  right,  it  is 
rafy  to  know  what  proportion  the  coin 
any  one  country  bore  to  tuit  pf  ci¬ 


ther  of  the  others  at  any  partioular  pe- 
ri^id.  The  reader  well  remark,  that  al* 
though  in. the  time  of  Charlemagne  the 
French  livre ^  as  well  as  the  pound  of 
England  and  Scotland  at  this  period,  waa 
a  real  pound  weight  of  ftlver,  yet  the  va¬ 
lue  of  the  pound  of  blver  in  Britain  was 
L.  3  :  X.  fterijng,  and  .that. of  France 
only  L.  X  :  IX  :  9 :  2.  ‘bccaufe  the  pound 
ufed  by  Charlemagne  was  that  of  Home* 
which  U  equal  in  weight  only  to  about 
1C7  Paris  ounces.

*  Where  this  mark  is  put,  it  denotes  that 
the  money  'was  below  the  preiciit  ItanUard  of 
burnefs. 

f  At  this  period  the  money  was  more  deba- 
fed  in  Engliud  than  at  any  other  period:,  a 
pound  of  (ilver-in  fpccie  containing  only  j 
ounces  of  filver,  and  9  ounces  alloy. 

I  At  this  period  the  money  in  Scotland 
was  debafed  in  the  highed  degree  ever  known 
in  that  cuuntry,'aUhough  not  half  fo’much  as 
in  the  time  of  Henry  VI J  I.  sind  Edward  VI. 
of  England  :  a  pound  of  Elver  in  fpccie  con¬ 
taining  8  ounces  of  Elver,  and  4  of  alloy. 

it  is  worth  while  to  remarJt,  that  the  coin 
continued  thus'highly  dchalcd  oidy  for  twin 
years  in  both  kingdoms  ;  and  although  the 
abfolute  power  x>f  Henry  VIII.  of  England 
enabled  lum  to  keep  tlie  coin  very  much  deba¬ 
fed  during  the  fix  lail  years  of  his  reign,  yet 
the  averiibn  of  the  people  to  this  meafgre 
(eems  to  have  been  fo  dropg  as  to  oblige  his 
fuccedbr.  after  Ibmeinededualattemptstofo.l- 
low  his  example  in  this  ref])efi,  to  bring  Ic 
back  nearly  tOithe  ifame  dandard  of  finenefs 
as  at  peefont.  In  Scotland  the  monarchs  ne¬ 
ver  feem  to  have  dared  toattempt  todebaie  the 
bnenefs  of  the  coin  ••  any  conftdcrable  de¬ 
gree,  till  the  regency  of  Morton  and  Murray, 
who  adopted  this  method  of  diminilhiiig  the 
coin,  probably  with  a  view  to  impofe  U|K)n  the 
people ;  but  they  were  quickly  oblig^ed  •  fo 
bring  it  back  Co  its  old  daudard  of  hneneis 
nearly. 

There  never  (eeins  to  hire  been  fuch  diffi¬ 
culty  in  diminiibing  the  weight  of  the  coin, 
and  therefore  this  has  been '  praffifed  wttli 
greater  freedom  in  all  thefe  countries :  and  we 
have  tl>e  prudent  acoaomy  of  Elizabeth,  ii^ 
all  probability,  to  thank  for  preferving  the 
money  of  England  from  being  as  mach  diml- 
nifhed  as  that  of  France  or  Scotland ;  but  ia 
her  rrlgn  the  principles  of  liberty  and  com¬ 
merce  got  fudi  firm  footing  in  this  illand, 
that  no  fucccedang  prince  was  at  liberty  us 
tamper  with  the  coin,  otherwife  we  may  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  ever  needy  Stewarts  would  hav4 
been  as  little  fcrupUlons  as  Henry  VIII.  wno 
made  greater  drides  in  that  way  thsi^  say  0- 
tber  poicotete  m  any  counuj. 
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In  the  comparative  table  above.  I  have 
<^ofert  to  exprefs  not  only  the  value  of 
t9ch  jxoiind  or  livre  at  tl^  different pe¬ 
riod*  in  fterlifig  money,  but  likewife  have 
eitpreffed  the  number  of  graihs  of  filver 
^contained  in  each,  which  feme, may  think 
fuperfluotts  ;  but  bad  1  omitted  the  lait. 
partioularf  it  would  have  been  moch 
more  difficult  for  any  one  to  have  con¬ 
verted  any  fum  of  money  of  a  founcr 
period  that  he  may  have  occafton  to  ex¬ 
amine,  into  the  prefrnt  money,  than  he 
will  find  it  by  expreffing  the  value  In  fim-"' 
pie  grains  of  filter;  for  by  a  fimple  mul> 
tiplication,or  divifion,  he  can  at  once  re¬ 
duce  the  money  be  wants  into  grain% 
which ^  cap  as  cafily  be  converted  into 
ficriing  money,  by  the  help  of  the  table

The  following  examples  wUl  he  foffi- 
cientto  (how  the  ufllity  of  th'efc  t^et. 
In  the  year  ii64f  king  Alexander  10.  of 
Scotland  gave  to  Olavus  king  of  Norway 
4000’fnerkB  to'quit  the  clfini  he  preten¬ 
ded  to  have  iipipn  the,.wcftern  liflcs,’  and 
agreed  to  pay  him  ever  after  loo  merki 
a  year  upon  that  account*.  Now,  a  tierk 
being  originally  a  weight  of  eight  obneet, 
it  was  of  courie  cq^ual  to  Jwo  thirds  of 
a  pound  .(12  ounce*) ylrndbai  at  all  ^mes 
been  accounted  tw6-thirds  of  a  pt>und 
of  money.

In  the  year  x.244,  Henry  HI.  of  Eng¬

60,000  merks,  which,  by  an  operation' 
limiiar  to  the  former,  will  be  fbuhd  lijo

HEN.you  meet  with  two  cfTays  oa 
the  fame  fubjed  by  difTercni'an- 
.Ihora,  1  believe  you  commonly  find,  that 
the  latter  contradicts  the  former,  “and 
that  with  more  or  lefs  afperity.  Thfa 
being  on  thc'fame  fubjeCl  wilh  the  e/Iky 
.ill  P.  I.  you  may  furptCl  ifiat  lo  be  the 
calc  here  ;  but  if  fuch  had  been  my  in- 
.Icntion,  inc  author  would  have  altered 
it  by  his  piftfcript.  in  which  arc  thefe 
.words:  “  Uibanub  is  difpofed  to  fquat^- 
‘  ble  with  no  man  for  diflereace  in,  opi- 
*  nion.  If  there  are  any’  who,'  becaufc 
‘  they  ate  not  fatisfied,  will  rudely  o|i- 
.*  pofc  ihcmfclyes,  his  filence  only 
.  ‘  reprove  them.  To  candid  and  unalTti- 
‘  niing  inquiry  he  profeffes  himfclf 
.  ‘  friend.”  Since  I  became  youf  rcadc^, 
I  think  that  tJrbanub*8  example  has  dope 
fome  good  in  .that  refped  among  yoqf 
corrclpondcQU;  and,  I  hope,  Uui  hisdc« 

O  g  ^  ' 
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clarat'ion  will  do  moTf.  I  will  endeavour 
to  prefit  by  it  myfelf.  If  I  differed  from 
him  in  opinion,  1  vvonld  make  no  feru- 
pic  of  declaring  it  freely;  but  1  would 
take  all  the  care  1  could  to  contradi<5t 
Urbanus  with  iiibanity;  and  I  wiOi  I 
could  do  fo  with  every  body.  The  Pub- 
liiher  of  the  Edinburgh  Magazine  might 
be  much  the  better  of  fuch  a  correfpon- 
dent ;  for  I  have  feen  all  his  magazines, 
and  his  reviewers  feem  to  me  to  have 
very  much  of  the  quality  that  is  oppofite 
to  urbanity,  as  a;;pcar8  remarkably,  by 
their  tieatnnent  of  Dr  Henry,  and  the 
author  of  the  treatife  on  the  Origin  and 
Pr(  grefs  of  I.anguage.  I  have  here  no 
trial  h'uv  far  I  can  contradidf  without 
afperity;  for  my  fentiments  are  very 
much  the  lame  v  ith  Uibanus’s  through 
the  whole  of  his  effay;  and  I  am  not  a-- 
fraid  of  being  thought  enthufiafiic  for 
faying  fo,  though  it  has  a  great  tenden* 
cy  to  dev<utnef‘;  for  I  am  perfuaded 
your  other  reader-,  as  w’ell  as  I,  are  well 
lati  fird  that  he  is  no  cnlhufiaft.  If  it 
be  alkcd  whv,  fince  T  have  nothing  to 
coiitradi(ft,  I  wTitc  on  the  fame  fubjedt  ? 
I  anlwcr,  that  1  think  we  fhould  be  at 
lead  willing  to  improve,  and  to  aflift 
one  another  in  our  inquiries.  The  fub- 
jedt  is  fo  interefling,  that  it  may  be  pur- 
lutd  farther  witln  ut  danger  of  fatiety ; 
;in(1,  fince  he  himl'elf  has  promifed  no 
fiipplrment,  I  will  attempt  one,  though 
I  am  very  fcnfible  it  mult  appear  to  dif* 
advantage  after  his  performance.  It 
ma>  be  uleful  to  view  in  different  lights 
a  fubjedt  of  rtich  vaft  importance. 

It  has  been  a  received  opinion  among 
philofijphers,  that  happinefs  cnnfids  in 
.wer/  fana  in  edrpore  farjo  ;  by  which 
I  underftand,  health  of  mind  and  of  bo- 
idy.  Thefe  I  call  lequifites  for  happinefs, 
’rather  than  happinefs  itfelf.  Health  does 
.not,  1  think,  neceflarily  imply  any  po- 
fitivc  happinefs,  but  only  a  negative  one 
(if  1  may  fo  fpeak);  and  indeed,  many 
of  the  antients  placed  it  in  a  mere  vacu^ 
Stas  do/oris,  or  want  of  pain.  This 
feems  a  low  notion  of  happinefs ;  how- 
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as  is  not  to  expedted  in  common  life. 

It  mud  therefore  be  granted,  that  health 
of  mind  and  body,  that  it,  freedom 
ftom  any  confidcrable  degree  of  pain  in 
cither,  arc  tw^o  grand  requifiies  for  hap- 
pinefs.  But  how  are  thelc  to  be  attain¬ 
ed  ? 

It  is  (hewn  (in  thceffay  itfelf,  to  which 
I  refer)  by  mod  jud  and  undeniable  oIk 
fervations,  that  this  health  of  mind,thia 
freedom  from  mental  pain,  is  not  obtain¬ 
ed  from  any  of  thofe  fuppofed  fourcei  [ 
of  happinefs  which  the  gcperaliiy  of  men  ^ 
fo  eagerly  purfue  ;  but  that,  “  in  their  fo- 
ber  ferious  moments,”  they  dill  find  fomc-  * 

thing  wanting  to  give  them  this  tranquil-’ 
lity  and  peace  of  mind.  What  this /bme» 
thing  is,  the  author  has  deferibed  at 
confiderablc  length ;  but,  to  avoid  re¬ 
peating  much  of  the  eflay,  I  mud  at¬ 
tempt  to  exprefs  it  in  few  words.  This 
fomething^  then,  is  the  approbation  of  ‘ 
confcience^  or  a  man*8  confeioufnefs  not 
only  of  his  endeavouring  to  perform  all 
the  parts  of  his  duty  to  his  neighbour^ 
but  alfo  of  his  being  fubmiHive,  devout, 
and  having  a  defire  on  all  occafions  to 
approve  himfelf  to  his  Creator ;  by  which 
the  man  as  it  were  converfes,  and  has 
kn  habitual  intercourfe  with  the  great 
Author  of  his  being.  Urbanus  then  ex¬ 
plains  how  this  intercourfe  becomes  the 
ground  of  hope  and  joy,  and  conditutea 
a  happinefs  wherein  is  included  as  apart 
the  health  of  mind,  w’hcreof  we  are 
{peaking. 

Let  us  now  confidcr  how  far  our  fc-  j 
cond  requifitc  for  happinefs,  health  of 
body,  is  attainable  by  the  fame  means. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  that  temperance  and 
exercife  are  great  prefervatives  of  health, 
and  that  their  contraries,  gluttony,  ex- 
ceffivc  drinking,  (loth,  and  in  general  all 
kinds  of  cxcefs  and  riot  arc  dedriidtive 
of  it.  Now,  nothing  can  more  effcdlu- 
ally  guard  us  againft  all  thefe  vices,  than 
fuch  an  habitual  defire  at  all  times  to  ap¬ 
prove  ourfelves  to  him  that  made  ut, 
fees  even  all  our  fccret  thoughts,  toge¬ 
ther  with  our  whole  behaviour,  and  hates 


ever,  mod  men  will  grant  that  thefe  are 
tw'o  great  requifites.  As  to  the  fird,  I 
believe  no  body  ever  denied  it ;  but  with 
refpe^t  to  bodily  pain,  the  doic  philofo- 
phrrs  vainly  taught  that  it  was  no  evil ; 
affirming,  that  a  virtuous  roan  would  be 
happy  even  upon  the  rack.  Such,  per¬ 
haps,  was  the  cafe  of  the  primitive  Chrif- 
tian  martyrs;  but  this  mud  have  been 
by  fuch  fupcrnatural  afTidauce, 


vice.  But  this  is  not  all;  for  every 
phyfician  will  own,  that  tranquillity,  (a- 
tisfa^ion  of  mind,  and  the  chearfulncfs 
thence  arifing,  greatly  contribute  to  bo¬ 
dily  health;  and  thefe  are  genuine  eflfeds 
of  that  approbation  of  confciencc  tbit 
has  been  deferibed.  True  religion  if 
certainly  beneficial  to  health,  thoughts- 
thufiarm  often  hurts  it. 

Thus  a  man*8  having  that  habitual  is* 
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ffrconr(c  with  his  Creator,  fecurea  to 
him  our  firft  rcquifttc,  the  mens  fanot 
and  conduces  not  a  little  to  the  I'ccond, 
the  corpus  fjnum-  Bat  further,  it  is 
alfj  the  true  foundation  of  real  and  po- 
(itive  happintfs,  by  making  one  enjoy 
ullli  moderation  and  thankfulnefs,  and 
giving  a  relilh  to  all  the  innocent  plea- 
furcs  of  life,  and  affording  him  the  well- 
grounded  hope  of  far  greater  in  a- 
nothcr.  ThankfulneG,  or  a  grateful 
difpolition,  is  an  agreeable  fenfation; 
and,  by  the  prefent  plcafure  it  gives,  is 
its  own  reward.  It  may  here  be  aiked, 
what  then  is  the  propereft  means  for  at¬ 
taining  this  habitual  intercourfc  itfelf? 
For  anfwer  I  will  only  fay,  that  to  me 
(betides  fincercly  ftudying  to  perform  all 
other  known  duties)  the  moft  likely  way 
feems  to  be,  the  endeavouring  to  keep 
up  an  habitual  fenfe  of  God’s  omnipre- 
fcnce,  together  with  that  of  his  mercy 
and  goodnefs,  whereof  we  arc  everyday 
reaping  the  fruits,  as  we  may  cafily  per¬ 
ceive  if  we  will  but  atteitd  to  them* 

I  have  faid  nothing  about  fupernatural 
manifedations  of  the  divine  favour  made 
to  the  foul  in  a  fenfible  manner.  I  did 
not  chufe  to  found  any  argument  upon 
them,  both'bccaufe  enthufiaftic  raptures 
are  too  apt  to  be  miftaken  for  them,  and 
becanfe  1  doubt  if  they  arc  to  be  expect¬ 
ed  in  ordinary  cafea.  Grace,  I  believe, 
is  commonly  conferred  imperceptibly, 
and  is  only  known  by  its  elfeCts. 

Urbanus  [P.  2.]  fays,  “  In  faCl,  the 

*  very  appearance  of  this  pious  affeCtion 
^  (devoutnefs)  feldum  fails  to  pafs  for 

*  cnthufiarm/’  In  what  I  am  now  going 
to  fay,  I  lhall  probably  differ  from  Urba- 
nus’s  opinion,  though  not  from  any  thing 
he  has  exprcfsly  faid.  From  this  paflage 
I  fuppofe,  that  with  him  fuch  appearance 
does  not  commonly  pafs  for  enthufiafm ; 
but,  with  a  juft  deference  to  his  judg¬ 
ment,  I  own,  that  with  me  it  doesfeom- 
monly  pafs  for  fome  degree  of  that 
(when  I  fufpeCt  nothing  of  hypocrify)  ; 
and  I  will  give  my  rcafon :  It  is  becaufe 
1  feldom  fee  or  hear  of  fuch  appearances 
but  among  people  who,  in  my  opinion, 
muft  have  very  miftaken  notions  of  re¬ 
ligion:  They  are  fuch  who,  if  one  try 
to  converfe  with  them  on  that  fubjeCt, 
arc  perpetually  ufing  fcriptural  phrafes, 
or  ihcfc  of  commentators,  and  that  a- 
bout  the  myftcnes.  Urbanus,  in  his  cf- 
fay,  has  fevcral  fcriptural  phrafes,  but 
they  arc  all  plain  ones,  and  very  natural¬ 
ly  introduced*  If  they  would  do  fo  too» 
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I  would  find  no  fault  with  their  ufing 
them.  But  the  people  I  mean  are  fuck 
as,  by  their  way  of  converfing  (and-  act¬ 
ing  too),  feem  to  think  that  rcvclatioa 
was  given  us,  not  to  aflift  our  rcafon,  buk 
to  ferve  inftead  of  it.  Such  a  way 
difeourfmg  on  religious  fubjeCts,  is  what 
almoft  all  gentlemen,  except  divines,  will 
term  cant,  an  appellation  that  feemt 
not  improper,  confidering  the  refera- 
blancc  it  has  to  Jinging,  where  found 
is  more  regarded  than  fanfe,  and  fre¬ 
quently  articulate  founds  ufed  that  ar« 
not  figns  of  any  ideas ;  and  I  dare  fay, 
Urbanus  does  not  think  that  altpoft  all 
gentlemen  except  divines  arc  void  of  re¬ 
ligion,  though  this  is  what  fome  popular 
preachers  feem  to  think,  or  at  leaft  to 
defire  that  their  hearers  fhould  believe, 
in  which,  perhaps,  they  have  pretty 
ood  fuccefs;  I  fay  fome  of  them,  furl 
now  others  of  whom  I  have  no  fuch  o- 
pinion. 

But  poflibly  none  of  the  appearance! 
of  devoutnefs  1  have  in  view  are  fuch  at 
Urbanus  meant.  I  ule  the  term  devout^ 
nefs  rather  than  devotion,  becaufe  this 
laft  is  commonly  taken  in  a  narrow  fenfe, 
and  reftrided  to  formal  a<Si.  Thefe, 
however  proper  and  requifitc  at  certain 
times,  are  not  the  moft  natural  ways,  or 
the  ways  chiefly  meant  in  this  paper 
(and  in  the  efTay  too,  unlefs  I  miftakc 
the  author’s  meaning)  for  a  rational  crea¬ 
ture  to  carry  on  an  habitual  intercourfc 
with  his  Creator.  Words,  or  other  lignt 
of  ideas  are  unnecelfary  for  fuch  an  inter- 
courfe  with  Ipm  who  knows  all  our  ideas 
themfclvee.  The  moft  full  and  free  ex- 
creife  of  this  devoutnefs  is  im  folitude; 
and  there  indeed  fiich  iigns  may  arife  in¬ 
voluntarily  :  But  there  may  be  fome  ha¬ 
bitual  ekfrcife  of  it  in  all  companies; 
and  it  is,  I  think,  moft  confonant  to  rea- 
fon,  and  alfo  to  gofpel-precepts,  tha^ 
then  all  external  figns  of  it  fhould  be 
carefully  avoided ;  and  that  the  prefent 
cxcrcife  of  devoutnefs  fliould  at  all  timet 
be  concealed  from  men,  except  when 
there  is  a  probability  of  doing  good, 
by  letting'  it  appear,  which  is  feldom 
the  cafe.  With  regard  to  recom¬ 
mending  devoutnefs  in  any  fuch  manner 
as  in  the  cflay,  1  think  it  might  properly 
be  done  in  any  company  appearing  dif- 
pofed  for  fuch  difeourfe  at  the  time ;  and 
even  the  men  of  the  world  may  fome- 
times  be  fo  difpofed,  after  a  dangerous 
fit  of  ficknefs,  or  upon  the  death  of  a 
dear  fricud,  &c. ;  fuch  recommendatiqq 
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voulcl  never  pafs  with  me  for  enthufi- 
jil'H.  If  ii  may  be  called  an  appearance 
of  di'voii* iiefs,  it  is  none  of  ihufe  that  1 
Jiad  in  view.  IJeinj;  addreffed  to  men, 
it  i  not  the  prelent  exerede  of  that  pi- 
f>ui  alheiion,  nor  is  it  making  any  pie- 
teiifn  iia  to  the  having  fiich  aliViition,  but 
only  fignifying  an  approbation  of  it,  and 
thtt  in  fuch  a  manner  ns,  1  think,  no 
rcal<»nablc  man  v^ill  blame. 

If,  in  any  thing  I  have  faid,  my  ideas 
are  c  f,p:;li!e  to  thole  of  Urbanus,  1  am 
tuic  he  \^ill  not  think  that  I  have  “  rude¬ 
ly  i>pp4)led  myfcIlV*  but  will  permit  me 
fiicudiy  to  differ  from  him.

ExpcrJmefits  and  Ohfervations  on  the 
o/biRDS,  cbf.  [P.  205.] 

YOUNO  Canary-birds  arc  frequently 
reaitd  in  a  room  where  there  arc 
pianv  »)thcr  fortvS ;  and  vet  I  have  been 
jiibTnird  that  tliey  only  learn  the  fong 
of  ihv  parent  cock. 

Kvery  one  kn»>w8  that  the  common 
Jioijle  Iparrow,  wlten  in  1  wiid  Hate,  ne¬ 
ver  d;»es  any  thing  but  chirp;  ihic,  how¬ 
ever,  does  not  arife  fr4>m  want  ol  pow¬ 
ers  in  this  bird  to  imitate  i)tlu'rs,  but 
becaufe  he  only  atlends  to  the  parental 
r.rte. 

liUt,  to  prove  this  dccifivcly,  1  took  a 
4'onnnon  fparrow  bom  the  util  when  it 
was  ned.!ed,  aiul  edncateil  liim  under  a 
linnet:  the  bird,  however,  by  accident 
lu  ard  a  goldhnch  r.lfo,  and  his  fong  was 
then  fore  a ‘mixture  of  the  linnet  and 
goUlfincli.  ,  , 

.  1  have  tried  feverai  experiments  in  or¬ 
der  to  tbferve  from  whst  circumftajices 
birds  lix  upon  any  particular  nutc  w'htn 
t^kei.  from  the  parents;  but  cannot  let- 
tie  this  with  any  fort  of  precifion,  any 
nio*f  than  at  what  period  of  their  re- 
arJti:^  they  determine  upon  the  long 
io  vvhich  they  will  adhtrt. 

I  educated  a  young  robin  under  a  ve¬ 
ry  fine  nightingale;  which,  however,  be- 
4;an  already  lobe  out  of  foug,  and  was 
ptrfedly  mute  in  lets  than  a  fortnight. 

I'hisroUru  afterwards  fung  three  parts 
in  four  Ki^htin^ale  ;  and  the  rtll  of  his 
iorg  was  wlul  the  bird-catcla  is  call 
rnhUjht  t>r  no  paiticular*  note  w  hatfo- 
ever. 

1  hung  this  robin  cerner  to  the  righ- 
tliau  to  any  oihcr  tiid;  from 
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w’hich  firft  experiment  1- conceited,  that 
the  fcholar  would  imitate  the  madcr 
which  was  at  the  Icaft  diftancc\ from 
him. 

From  feverai  other  experiments,  how¬ 
ever,  which  1  have  lince  tried,  1  find  it 
to  be  veiy  uncertain  w,h  a  nutes  the  neft- 
ling  will  mod  attend  to;  and  tifteQ  their 
fong  is  a  inixtuie,  a«  ia  the  initancc 
which  I  before  Hated  of  the  fparrow. 

1  mull  own  alfo,  that  I  conceived,  from 
the  experiment  of  educating  the  robin 
under  the  nightingale,  that  the  fcholar. 
would  fix  upon  the  note  which  it  firft. 
hprd  when  taken  from  the  neft;  1  ima^ 
gined  likewife,  that,  if  the  nightingale 
had  been  fully  iu  fong,  the  indnudion 
for  a  toituight  would  have  been  fuffi* 
cient.  ;  ,  ' 

1  have,  however,  fince  tried  the  fol¬ 
lowing  experiment,  w  hich  convinces  roc 
fo  much  ilepetids  upon  circumdances> 
and  perhaps  caprice  in  the  fcholar,  that 
no  geucirtl  iiiftrcuce  or  rule  can  be  laid 
dov\n  vviili  regard  to  tillicr  of  thefe  fup«i. 
poiiiions.  .  .  ■*  '  ’  ^ 

I  educated  a  nefflirg  robin,  under  a 
w’0('d!arl:-linnet,  which  was  full  iu  fong^ 
and  hung  very  near  to  him  for  a  montli- 
together;  after  w hich  the  rebin  was  re¬ 
moved  to  another  houfe,  where  he  could 
only  hear  a  ficylaik-Iinnet :  the  confe- 
quence  w  as,  that  the  neuling  did  not 
hng  a  note  cf  wocdlarl;  ftheugh  1  after¬ 
wards  hung  him  again  iud  above  th^ 
wo.i(llark-linnet),  but. adhered  intireJy  i 
to  the  long  of  the  ricylark-linnet.  .  * 

Having  thus  d.ated  the  retnlt  of  feve¬ 
rai  experiment?,  which  were  chiefly  in'i 
tended  to  determine  wlulhtr  birds  had 
anv  innate  ideas  of  tlie  notes,  or  fong, 
which  is  fuppofed  to  be  peculiar  to  each 
fpreies,  1  lliall  now  make  fome  general 
obfervatious  on  tlieir  finging,  though, 
perhaps,  the  fubjed  may  appear  tomany 
a  very  minute  one.  . 

Fvery  poet,  indeed,  fpeaks  with  rap¬ 
tures  of  the  harniony  of  the  groves;  yet 
thole,  even  wlu)  liave  good  mufical  ears, 
feem  to  pay  little  attention  to  it,  but  af 
a  plealing  ncife. 

1  am  alk)  convinced  (though  it  may 
feem  rnthtr  paradoxic.vl),  that  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  Loudon  didinguilh  , more  ac¬ 
curately,  ai^  know  mortf  on  this  head, 
than  €»?  all  the  other  parts  of  the  iflau<J 
taken  together. 

This  leenis  to  arife  from  two  caufes.  •  ^ 
Tbe  hid  is,  that  \\c  have  nut  morf 
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ir.«ric.il  Ideas  which  are  innate,  than.wc 
I;.ivc  !ar.ginu:c;  and  therefore  thofe, 
fVTiJ  who  have  the  happinefs  to  have  or* 
cans  which  arc  capable  of  receiving  a 
gratification  from  this  lixth  fenfe  (as  it 
Lath  bc^-n  called  by  fome),  requtre,  how¬ 
ever,  the  bed  irftrudion. 

The  orchedra  of  the  opera,  which  19 
confined  to  the  metropolis,  hath  diffu fed 
a  good  ftile  of  playing  over  the  other 
bands  of  the  capital,  which  is  by  degrees 
communicated  to  the  fidler  and  ballad- 
finger  in  the  ftrects;  the  organs  in  every, 
ehurch,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  Savoyards, 
contribute  likewife  to  this  improvement 
of  mulicTtl  faculties  in  the  Londoners.  , 

If  the  linging  of  the  ploughman  in  the 
country  is  therefore  compared  with  that 
of  the  London  blackguard,  the  fuperio- 
rity  i-i  infinitely  on  the  fide  of  the  latter; 
and  the  fame  may  be  obferved  in  com¬ 
paring  the  voice  of  a  ct»untry  girl  and 
London  houfertnaid,  as  it  is  very  un¬ 
common  to  hear  the  former  fing  tolcr 
rably  in  tune. 

I  do  not  mean  by  this  to  aflert  that 
the  inhabitants  of  the  country  are  nut 
born  with  as  good  mufical  organs,  but 
only  that  they  have  not  the  fame  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  learning  from  others  who' 
play  in  tunc  themlclves. 

The  other  reafon  for  the  inhabitants 
of  London  judging  better  in  relation  to 
the  fiutg  of  bird>,arifes  from  their  hearing 
each  bird  fing  diftinffly,  cither  in  their 
own  or  their  neighbours  lliops;  as  alfo 
from  a  bird  continuing  much  longer  in 
fong  whim  in  a  cage,  than  w’hen  at  liber¬ 
ty;  the  caufc  of  which  1  ftiall  endeavour 
hereafter  to  explain. 

Thole  who  live  in  the  country,  on  the 
other  hand,  do  not  hear  birds  fing  in 
their  woods  for  above  two  months  in  the 
year,  when  the  confnfion  of  notes  pre¬ 
vents  their  attending  to  the  fong  ot  any 
oarticular  bird:  nor  does  he  continue 
long  enough  in  a  place  for  the  hearer  to 
recollect  his  notes  with  accuracy. 

llefidcs  this,  birds  in  the  fpring  fing 
vtiy  loud,  indeed;  but  they  only  give 
fiiort  jciks,  and  fcarccly  ever  the  whole 
com  pals  of  their  fong. 

For  thefe  rcafons,  I  have  never  hap¬ 
pened  to  meet  with  any  perfon,  who  bad 
Dot  nCdcd  in  London,  whofe  judgment 
or  opinion  on  this  fubjedt  1  could  the 
lead  rely  upon;  and  a  llrongcr  proof  of 
tins  cannot  l»c  given  than  that  moft  peo¬ 
ple,  who  keep  Canary-birds,  do  not 


know  that  they  (ing  chiefly  cither  the. 
ttt-lark,  or  nightingale  notes 

Nothing,  however,  can  be  more  mark-, 
ed  than  the  note  of  a  nightingale  called 
lis  jugt  which  moft  of  the  Canary-birds 
brought  from  the  Tyrol  commonly  have„ 
as  well  as  feveral  nightingale. ^r^ics  or, 
particular  paffages  in  the  fong  of  tba^. 
bird.  .  .  ,  .  . 

.  1  mention  this  fuperior  knowledge  in. 
the  inhabitants  of  the  capita),  becaufc  1 
am  convinced  that,  if  others  are  confult- 
ed  in  relation  to  the  finging  of  birds^ 
they  will  only  miflead,  inftead  of  giving 
any  material  or  ufcful  information  f* 

Birds  in  a  wild  ftate  do  hot  common¬ 
ly  fing  above  ten  weeks  in  the  year,’ 
which  is  then  alfo  confined  to  the  cocks 
of  a  few  fpecies ;  I  conceive  that  tliis  laft^ 
circumftance  arifes  from  the  fuperior 
ftrength  of  the  mufdcs  of  the  larynx. 

I  procured 'H  cock  nightingale,  a  cock 
ahd  hen  blackbird,  a  cock  and  hen  rook, 
a  cock  linnet,  as  alfo  a  cock  and  hen 
chaffinch,  which  that  very  eminent  ana- 
tomift,  Mr  Hunter,  F.  R.  S.  was  fo  o- 
bliging  as  to  diffei^  for  me,  and  begged 
that  he  would  particularly  attend  to  the 
ftate  of  the  organs  in  the  different  birds 
which  might  be  fuppofed  to  contribute 
to  finging.,  , 

Mr  Hunter  found  the,  niuCcles  of.  the , 
larynx  to  be  ftronger  in  the  nightingale 

•  I  once  faw  two  of  thefe  birds  which , 
came  from  the  Canary  ifiands,  neither  ,0^ 
which  had  any  fong  at  all;  and  I  have  been 
informed,  that  a  fhip  brought  a  great  many 
of  them,  not  long  fincc,  which  fung  as  little. 
— Moft  of  thole  Canary  birds,  which  arc  im¬ 
ported  from  the  Tyrol,  have  been  educated 
by  parents,  the  progenitor  of  which  was  in- 
ftru^ted  by  a  nightingale.  The  Englifb  Can 
nary-birds  have  commonly  more  of  the  tit¬ 
lark  note. — The  traffic  in  thefe  birds  makes 
a  fmall  article  of  commerce,  as  four  Tyror 
leze  generally  bring  over  to  England  fixteen 
hundred  every  year ;  and  thou^  they  carry 
them  on  thejr  backs  one  thoufand  miles,  as 
well  as  pay  lo  1.  duty  for  fucb  a  number,  yet, 
upon  the  whole,  it  aufwers  to  fell  thefe  birds 
at  s  *•  a-piccc. — The  chief  place  for  breeding 
Canary-birds  is  Infpruck  and  its  environ^ 
from  whence  they  are  fent  to  Conftantinopld, 
as  well  as’every  part  of  Europe. 

f  As  it  will  not  anfwcr  to  catch  birds  with 
clap-nets  any  where  but  in  the  neighbouih 
ho^  of  London,  moft  of  the  birds  which 
may  be  heard  in  a  country  town  are  nefilings, 
and  confcqucntly  cannot  fitig  the  fuppoltd 
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tliin  in  any  other  bird  of  the  fame  fize; 
and  in  all  thofe  ihlUnccs  (where  he  dif¬ 
fered  both  cock  and  hen)  that  the  fame 
mut'cles  were  ftrongcr  in  the  cock. 

I  fent  the  cock  and  hen  rook,  in  order 
to  fee  whether  there  would  be  the  fame 
difference  in  the  cock  and  hen  of  a  fpe- 
cicb  that  did  not  fing  at  all.  Mr  Hunter, 
however,  told  me,  that  he  had  not  at¬ 
tended  fo  much  to  their  comparative  or¬ 
gans  of  voice,  as  in  the  other  kinds;  but 
that,  to  the  belt  of  hi»  rtcollerion,  there 
no  differeuce  at  all. 

Strength,  however,  in  thefe  mufclc* 
feems  not  to  be  the  only  requifite;  the 
birds  muff  have  alfo  great  plenty  of  food, 
which  feems  to  be  proved  fufficiently  by 
birds  in  a  cage  tinging  the  greateft  part 
of  the  year,  v^'hen  the  wild  ones  do  not 
(as  1  observed  before)  continue  in  fong 
above  ten  weeks. 

The  food  of  finging  birds  confifts  of 
plants,  infers,  or  feeds;  and  of  the  two 
firft  of  thefe  there  Is  iniiaitely  the  great- 
eft  profulion  in  the  fpring. 

As  for  feeds,  which  are  to  l>c  met  with 
only  in  the  autumn,  !  think  they  cannot 
well  find  any  great  quantities  of  them  in 
a  country  fo  cultivated  as  England  is; 
for  the  lecds  in  meadows  are  deftroyed 
by  mowing;  in  paft*nes,  by  the  bite  of 
the  cattle;  and  in  ai.ible,  by  the  plough, 
when  m oft  of  them  are  buried  too  deep 
for  the  bnds  to  reach  them  *. 

1  know  well  that  the  finging  of  the 
cock  bird  in  the*  fpiing  is  attributed  by 
many  +  to  the  motive  only  of  plcafing  its 
mate  during  incubation. 

ThoCc,  however,  who  fuppofe  this, 
fliould  recollect,  that  much  the  g-eatcr 
pait  birds  do  not  line  at  all:  why 
IliouU  their  m.^te,  ihertfi»re,  be  depri¬ 
ved  of  this  folace  and  amufement? 

The  bird  in  a  cage,  vhieh,  perhaps, 
(ingi  nine  or  ten  m  'lUhs  in  a  year,  can¬ 
not  do  fo  from  this  inducement;  aiKi, 
cn  the  contrary,  it  arifes  chiefly  from 
contending  with  another  biid,  o  indeed 
againft  almoft  any  fort  of  continued  noife. 

Superiority  in  fong  gives  to  birds  a 
moft  amazing  afccndcncy  over  each  o- 
Iher;  as  is  wtll  known  to  the  bird-cat- 
chers  by  the  fafcinaiing  pow’er  of  tneir 
call-birds,  which  they  contrive  ibould 
moult  piematiucly  for  this  purpufe. 

•  The  pU'UjjH,  indcc'il.  may  turn  up  feme 
few  feeds,  which  may  llill  l>c  in  an  eatable 
ftate. 

•f  See,  among  others,  M.  dc  BufTon,  in 
bi»  Utfly-publilkcd  OiuUhology. 
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But  to  fbcw  decifivcly  that  the  finginj 
of  a  bird  in  the  fpring  docs  not  arife 
from  any  attention  to  its' mate,  a  very 
experienced  catcher  of  nightingales  hath 
informed  me,  that  fomc  of  thefe  birds 
have  jerked  th^  inftant  they  were  caught. 
He  alfo  brought  to  me  a  nightingale; 
which  had  been  but  a  few  hours  in  a 
cage,  and  which  burft  forth  in  a  roar  of 
fong. 

At  the  fame  time  this  bird  is  fo  fulky 
on  its  firft  confinement,  that  he  muft  be 
crammed  for  feven  or  eight  days,  as  he 
will  not  otherwife  feed  hiinielf:  it  is  alfo 
neceflTiry  to  tye  his  wing-i,  to  prevent 
his  killing  himfclf  againft  the  top  or  tides 
of  the  cage. 

I  believe  there  is  no  inftance  of  any 
bird’s  tinging  which  exceeds  our  black¬ 
bird  in  fize;  and  potTibly  this  may  arife 
from  the  difficulty  of  its  concealing,  it- 
felf,  if  it  called  the  attention  of  its  ene¬ 
mies,  not  only  by  bulk,  but  by  the  pro¬ 
portionable  loudnefs  of  its  notes +. 

I  fliould  rather  conceive,  it  is  for  th< 
fame  reafon  that  no  hen- bird  tings,  bc- 
caufe  this  talent  would  beftill  more  dan¬ 
gerous  during  incubation ;  which  may 
pcffiblyalfo  account  for  the.  inferiority 
in  point  of  plumage.

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Having  feen  in  your  ufeful  and  en¬ 
tertaining  Mifceilany  {]P.  35.3^  l*^t* 
ter  dated  from  Clydefdale,  ligned  afar* 
mer^  the  intent  and  dcfign  of  which,  if 
I  underftand  it  right,  was  to  difeourage 
the  raifing  i)f  flax;  and  as  his  letter,  per¬ 
haps,  may  be  a  means  of  (topping  fome 
people,  who  arc  as  yet  unacquainted 
w’ith  the  procedure  of  the  flax  hutbaod- 
ry,  from  attempting  to  cultivate  that 
moft  ufeful  plant,  1  have  thought  proper 
to  adduce  a  few  things  in  its  favour,  in- 
tircly  drawn  from  my  own  experience 
and  practice: — But,  in  the  firft  place,  I 
would  advife  never  to  venture  a  flax 
crop  where  you  was  furc  of  reaping  a 
good  one  of  either  wheat  or  barley,  as 
it  is  my  opinion  that  a  foil  adapted  for 
wheat  or  barley  i»  not  more  proper,  nay 
feidoin  fo  g(>r>d  for  flax,  as  a  certain 
kind  of  new  ground,  where  it  will  no^ 
be  proper  to  fow  any  of  the  above  grains. 

I  For  the  fame  reafon,  moft  large  birdt^ 
wilder  than  tne  fmailcr  ones. 
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•  Very  different  is  the  cafe  in  thU  coun- 
ttry.  A  perion  may  iiuleed  Tpeak  of  the 
rnanagement  of  public  buTinefa;  but  he 
muft  betrare  not«0  mention  the  mana* 
jer.-  He  may  drfbant  as  much  as  he* 
picafes  OB  the  effect,  but  he  muft  not 
meddle  with  the  caufe.  If  futile,  empty 
declamation  will  fatisfy,  he  may  obtain' 
abundant  fatisfadlion ;  but  if  he  prefumes 
to  probe  the  wound,  and  point  out  the 
cure,  it  is  perfonal  abufe  and  downright* 
defamation'# 

If  a  per fon’s' character  is  fo  fufpicious, 
that  it  cannot  bear  a  little'  reafunablc 
Icrutiny ;  or,  if  he  is  fo  proud  that  he* 
trill  not  fubjedt  it  to  fuch  examination,* 
he  ihould  forego  the  emolument  of  eve¬ 
ry  public  cmploymcnt-7retirc  jnto  pri¬ 
vate  life,  where  he  may  pafs  through  the 
world  in  his  natural  (fate  of  obfeurity, 
unnoticed  by  fociety,  and  indulge  his 
fpleen  and  his  vanity  among  his  friends 
and  dependants.  If  he  expedfs  to  derive 
any  advantage  from  the  public,  he  mull 
take  fdme  pains  to  gain  its  good  opinion. 
If  he  manifeftly  prefer  his  own  advan¬ 
tage,  he  may  depend  on  meeting  with 
its  difapprobation  ;'and  if  the  public  dif- 
approve,  he  muff  not  hope  it  will  play 
the  hypocrite.  It  will  fpeak  out  what  it 
thinks,  and  certainly  ought  to  do  fo. 

On  a  late  occafion,'  I  fent  you 
fome  obfetvalions  on  the  ftate  of  the 
Glafgow  road  [P.  8.]  ;  a  molt  impor¬ 
tant  and  reafonable  iubjedt  of  general 
complaint.  It  did  not  appear  to  me 
that  there  was  any  impropriety  in  this 
condudf;  nor  was  I  confeious  of  being 
adluated  by -any  other  motive  than  a  de¬ 
fire  to  defend  the  public  intercll.  f 
think  every  traveller,'  who  contributes 
his  moiety  to  the  fupport  of  that  road, 
his  fome  right  to  inquire  into  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  it ;  for,  though  he  Is  not  legal¬ 
ly  veiled  in  the  management,  he  perhaps 
pays  more  liberally  towards  its  repairs, 
and  is  more  interefted  in  their  being 
properly  executed,  than  many  of  thofc 
whom  the  law  has  conflitutcd  truHees. 
Now,  of  all  the  travellers  I  ever  met 
with,  except  thofc  biafled  by  connec¬ 
tions,  not  one  icropled  to  confefs  that 
this  road  was  under  the  worft  manage¬ 
ment  of  any  in  the  kingdom; 'and  thb* 
the  toll  duties  amount  to  ah  immenfe 
(urn,  and  the  allow'ance  for  reparations 
is  to  conliderable,  it  is  the  moll  wretch¬ 
ed  and  rough  highway  that  can  well  be 
fuppofed*' 

If  this  be  really  the  calc,  it  not  fome 
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perfon  or  other  to  blamed  h  itnatphiit 
that  the  truftees  are  not  fo  materially 
concerned,  but  they  may  wink  at  maU 
verfations  in  an  undertaker?  Doeanot 
every  body  know  that  their  chief  ofa^ 
of  attention  is  the  private  or  bye-roads  I 
that  they  have  no  immediate  tntereftio 
the  public  reads,  unlefs  in  trivelUof 
them,  perhaps  three  or  four  times  in  a 
year  ?  that  they  contribote  nothing  .t<H 
wards  their  fupport  but  the  fmall  toU 
duties  they  pay  on  thefe  occalions?  and 
that  they  have  c<invcrted  the  wh(>le  fta^ 
tutc-  work  to  the  ufc  of  the  private  roadi^ 
which  arc  of  more  confcquence  to  them, 
becaufe  they  commonly  afKjrd  moll  con« 
venient  accefs  to  the'^r'own  houfes  or 
eftates  ?  Interell  governs  the  greater  part 
of  mankind.  Is  it 'any  ' wonder,  then, 
that  thefe  trullees  K>ok'nM  with  clofe  at* 
tention  into  the  management  of  thepnb* 
He  roads  ?  or  is  it  matter  of  furprife  that 
undertakers,  when  they' have  fuch  care* 
Icfs  ftiperintendants,  Ihould'aliow  them* 
lelvcs  a  little  liberty?  If, ‘however,  thd 
community  is  conlcious  of  fuch  abu^s^ 
mull  it  not  prefume  to  challenge  tbein? 
tias  'not  a  private  perfon'  thil  privilege  ? 
Shall  the  public  be'  denied  it  ?  If  there 
be  ground  for  fufpicions,  thefe  muft  infer 
blame  fome  where.  If- they  point  at  the 
uiidertsker,  he  mOll  and  ought  to  be 
cenfured.  If  he  is  innocent,  let  him 
clear  himfelf  in  a  fatisfaftory  manner, 
which  he  has  alwa  /san  opportunity  to 
do;  but  till  this  is- done,  by  his  leave  the . 
public  has  a  right  to  rufped  him,  and  to 
•fpeak  out  the  grounds  of  its  firfpicidna. 

■»  If*  the  public  has 'this  right  unquef* 
•tlonably  with  regard  to  other  underta¬ 
kers,  I  would  fain  'know  what  peeuliir 
“degree* of  facrednefs’ there  is*  about  the 
'undertaker  of  the  Glafgow  road,  that 
nobody  mull  prefume'  to  touch  his  in¬ 
tegrity,  or  to  fuppofe  him 'liable  to  the 
-fame  temptations  which  have  feduced 
the  reft  of  mankind.  The  fa^ls  nvention- 
•ed  in^  my 'former  paper  arc  generally  be¬ 
lieved  and  flagrant ;  and  one  of  them  in 
particular,  the  double  entry  at  th^  toll* 
‘l)ar, ‘is  undoubtedly*  true.  Will  net  the

IT  is  a  trite,  and  therefore  accourtted 
a  vu!;r'’r  laying,  unworthy  nf  repeti¬ 
tion,  “  Couom  is  feconJ  r.Ature.’*  VTt 
let  us  tuin  hiti.erfoever  we  w'511,  we 
fiill  U'tl  the  force  of  it.  This  nation  ri¬ 
dicules  th-it,  and  that  ridicules  this, 
v’ljrlc  a  third,  prepoflelfed  with  an  idea 
ot  !ts  ow'n  inSnite  liipcrio.’‘ity,  iriunt- 
phantly  laughs  at  both. 

The  c<^otain  cfa  Japanefe  junk,  a  man 
cf  u;ulcru4iuling,  anti  fentiinent 

(wiiliDiit  jt nttnient^  reader,  ajapanefe 
w’oiild  be  deemed  a  clown  even  in  his 
own  country),  hiving  let  tail  from  Ta- 
mxima  to  Ceylon,  was  driven,  by  tem- 
pdtuous  weather,  toward  Clu-coco; 
where,  hipuy  in  having  barely  elcapetl 
the  horrors  of  a  (liipwreck,  he  at  length 
efiVded  a  niooring,  and,  with  it,  a  fafe 
looting  once  more  upon  terra  firma.

yin  Account  of  the  Magnificent  Table 
kept  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles 
First,  before  his  Troubles* 

»^'1IERE  were  daily  in  the  court  86 
X  tables  well  furniihed,  at  each  meal 
wiiercof  the  king*8  table  had  28  didies, 
the  queen’s  24;  four  other  tables  16 
dilhes  each;  three  other  10  dithes  each; 
twelve  others  had  7  dilhes  each;  feven- 
teen  other  tables  had  each  of  them  5 
dilhes;  three  other  had  4  each;  thirty- 
two  other  tables  had  each  3  dilhes;  and 
thirteen  other  had  each  2  dilhes;  in  all 
about  500  diflics  each  meal,  with  beer, 
wine,  and  all  other  things  ncctflTary. 
All  which  w’as  provided  moftly  by  the 
levcral  purveyors,  wdio,  by  commiflion, 
legally  and  regularly  authorifed,  did  re¬ 
ceive  thufe  provifions  at  a  moderate 
price,  fuch  as  had 'been  formerly  agreed 
upon  in  the  levcral  counties  of  England, 
which  price  (by  rcafon  of  the  value  of 
money  much  altered)  was  become  low, 
yet  a  very  inconfiderable  burden  to  the 
kingdom  in  general,  but  thereby  was 
greatly  fupported  the  dignity  royal  in 
the  eyes  of  Itrangcrs,  as  well  as  fubjedts. 
The  Englilh  nobility  and  gentry,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  king’s  example,  w’cre  ex¬ 
cited  to  keep  a  proportionable  hofpitali- 
ty  in  their  levcral  country  manhons; 
the  bulbandman  encouraged  tp  breed 


cattle,  all  tradefmen  to  a  chearful  induf- 
try;  and  there  was  then  a  free  circula¬ 
tion  of  monies  throughout  the  whole' 
body  of  the  kingdom.  There  were 
fpent  yearly  in  the  king’s  houfe  of'grofs 
meat,  1500  oxen,  yooolheep,  iico  veils, 
3000  porkers,  400  (tirks  or  young  beefs, 
6800  lambs,  300  Hitches  of  bacon,  and 
26  boars;  alfo  140  dozen  of  geere,'25o 
dozen  of  capons,  470  dozen  of  hens; 
750  dozen  of  pullets,  1470  dozen  of 
chickens;  for  bread,  3600  bulhcls  of 
wheat ;  and  for  drink,  600  tons  of  wine, 
and  1 700  tons  of  beer ;  moreover  of  but¬ 
ter,  46,640  pounds,  together  with  tilh 
and  fowl,  venifon,  fruit,  and  fpice  pro- 
portionably.  This  prodigious  plenty  in 
the  king’s  court  cauied  foreigners  to  put 
a  higher  value  upon  the  king,  andcaufed 
the  natives,  who  were  there  freely  wel¬ 
come,  to  increafe  their  affedion  to  him; 
it  being  round  as  neceflary  for  the  king 
of  England  this  way  to  endear  the  £ng- 
lilb,  who  ever  delighted  in  feaHing,  aa 
for  the  Italian  princes  by  (ights  and 
(hows  to  endear  their  fubjedls,  who  as 
much  delighted  therein. 

Therefore,  by  (pecial  order  of  the 
king’s  houfe,  fome  of  his  majefty’s  fer- 
vants,  men  of  quality,  went  daily  to 
Wedminder-hall  in  term  time,  between 
eleven  and  twelve  of  the  clock,  to  invite 
gentlemen  to  eat  of  the  king’s  acates  or 
viands,  and  in  parliament-time  to  invite 
the  parliament  men  thereto. 

But  the  circumdances  of  times  being 
much  altered,  and  the  nobility,  judges, 
and  parliament-men  having  mo(tly  town- 
hontes,  the  necclTity  for  keeping  the  a- 
bovc  grand  table  ceafes,  and  the  ftriking 
otf  the  fupernumerary  officers  appears  to 
be  an  a6t  of  the  higheft  wi(dom,  as  well 
as  frugality.

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 

Confiantinoplcy  June  17. 

**  T "’HE  beginning  of  this  month,  a 
1.  new  corps  of  artillery,  with  lix- 
ty  fine  new  cannon,  difciplined  by  the 
Fiench  chevalier  ToU,  marched  towards 


the  grand  army ;  and  our  land  and  Tea

Downic,  and  fevcr.il  others,  were  in  a 
public'houfe  in  Spolt,  in  the  evening  of 
the  29th  nil.;  That  they  fell  a-u:k»ng 
about  watches,  and  feveral  being  fhewn 
and  priced,  John  Downie  faid.ihit  he 
n.uft  have  a  w'aich:  On  which  c»ne  uf 
the  company  (who  accidentally  had  John 
Darling’s  watch  in  his  hand),  faid  in  a 
joke,  “  There  is  a  watch  to  you,  Jihn 
(holding  it  out  to  him) Thai  he  (John 
Dowuie)  took  the  watch,  and,  after 
l  acking  at  it,  put  it  into  his  pocket J 
Tii.il  ilu'v  continued  fi)me‘  time  longer 
in  the  public  houle;  but  no  quarrel,  iw 
alterc-*tl  no  d  fEieuce  w'hatcver  hap¬ 
pened  in  that  houfe,  either  about  the 
watch,  or  any  thing  clfe.  AH  the  com¬ 
pany  parted  vc’  y  gi.od  fiiends:  That 
when  they  came  «*ni  of  the  houfe,  Dow- 
nie  took  np.his  fcytH**,  and  was  walkiog 
up  the  green  lowaxin  the  ircui  gale  at 
the  fool  of  the  hon.  Mr  Hay’s  avenue, 
along  with  John  D-4il>ng  ard  James 
Foerd,  Mr  Hay  ’s  grieve;  w  hen  John  Dar- 
Itr.g  demanded  back  his  watch  from 
John  Dow  nie,  which  he  refilled  to  give  i 
him:  That  J<hn  Darling  (after  be  had 
alkcd  his  watch  feveral  times,  and  was 
fiill  refufed)  faid  to  Downie,  “  John,  I 
muft  have  my  w.itch;  and  if  you  will 
not  give  her  back  with  good  wiil.  I'll 
lake  her  hv  forte!”— “  Take  her  by 
force  (faiil  Dow  nie)  I  Show  me  the  man 
that  dare  take  it  by  force.**  On  which 
John  Darling  inllantly  replied,  ** 
aCdt  your  feythe,  John,  and  I’ll  be  the 
man:”  Tliat  Downie  threw  down  his 
Icythe,  and  John  Darling  took  hit  Witch 
from  him  when  Handing :  That  a  flrnsj;l« 
then  coLcd,  in  wu.cb'^Gba  pirUs| 
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threw  down  Downic:  That,  as  foon  as 
Downic  had  recovered  himfclf,  a  fecund 
IcuIUc  enfued,  and  John  Darling  threw 
him  down  a  fecond  time  to  the  ground : 
'I'hey  then  parted:  John  Darling  and 
Jtmes  FiK>rd  entered  the  iron  gate,  and 
then  ihut  it,  and  were  walking  up  tlw 
avenue,  when  John  Dowrde*had  got  his 
icvtnc,  and  was  making  a  great  noife  at 
ihe  loitlide  of  the  gate,  calling  them 
fconndrc.'G  and  villains,  and  faying  that 
they  had  robbed  him:  That  J<»hn  Dar¬ 
ling,  hearing  him,  propofed  to  James 
Foord  to  go  back,  and  try  to  pacify

robbed  him.  On  their  geing  back  to 
the  gate,  D  )wnie  turned  Itill  more  out¬ 
rageous,  calling  out,  “  Come  forward, 
y<.ii  villains,  and  I’ll  cut  yi>u  to  pieces  !”

pate,  when  John  Downie,  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  gate,  made  a  llrokc  at  him 
uuh  his  tcvthe  through  an  open  part  of 
the  gate,  which  cut  poor  Darling  in  the 
iKlly  111  a  molt  blocking  manner"*.  Dar¬ 
ling  lt*ricd  bac:;,  and  cried  out,  that  he 
was  gout — that  he  was  killed. — Here 
cndG  John  Darling’s  evidence.— Jt  would 
ap'^far  that  Di»wnie  immediately  borft 
op^n  the  gate,  and  aimed  another  ftroke 
at  Darling;  on  which  James  Foord  cried 
out,**  What  are  you  going  to  do  !  will 
you  kill  the  man  outr  ght  !  To  which 
D.iwnie  replied,  “  No  !  I’ll  do  him  no 
more  harm ;  and,  if  he  dies.  I’ll  die  with 
him.”  That,  |  have  good  reafon  to  be¬ 
lieve,  was  the  fi^;  but,  as  I  took  the 
precognition  from  John  Darling’s  mouth ;

They  faid,  they  did  not 
know,  but  tliat  they  were  ordered  to 
apprehend  one  J«»lin  Downic:  Tow'hicti 
he  replied,  “  J  am  the  man — I  go  along 
with  you  !”• — Thcfe  arc  the  fadtr-  . 

But  what,  it  may  he  afkcd,  could  in¬ 
duce  Downie  to  commit  luch  an,  atroci¬ 
ous  crime  ?—Kfiowu  to  God  only  are  the

cepted)  were  perftiitif  fober,  appeared 
to  me  on  .the  clcarrft  evidence;  andv 
when  they  thought  Downie's  fpirtts  ela¬ 
ted,  they  could  not  pi  ffibly  acrourt  for 
it,  otherwife  than  by  his  exetflive  loqua¬ 
city.
